She shot' him seven times, then tole-- .

"I Intercepted a letter written to him
by .another woman," sho testified. "So I
decided to kill him. 1 bought a revolvor
nnd a dozen cases of cartridges. I then
began putting In hoursjit target prac-
tice In tho1 basement f our home. I
would put up an' old cap of his In tho far
end of tho basement nnd shoot at it.
With each day's practice I became .more
expert.

''Ho used to borne homo and always
kiss me, I would kiss,, lilm and smile.
To-da- y tho setting was Ideal to kill him.
There was nobody homo but myself. He
telephoned about 11 o'clock: 'I'm coming
home, dcarlo, for dinner.'

" 'All right, sweetheart,' I said.

I had stepped
off, tho dlstanco nnd know Just where
to 'Mn. "As ho entered I emptied tho
revolver seven shots. I don't think ho
realized what had happened. Ho dropped
with nn odd llttlo laugh nnd never spoke
ngaln."
